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EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 


Official Cooperation A Must 
A meeting of utmost importance is scheduled tonight. 


It is an effort to bring common sense into play, re- 
garding Urban Renewal, and to arrive at one set of facts 


and figures. 
Once this is accomplished, the town as a whole can 


discuss the information with some assurance that new 
and unsupported data will not be introduced in an effort 
to muddy the waters again. A, 

In order to accomplish the purpose of the meeting, it is 
necessary that all town officials try to cooperate. They 
will be asked to discuss the issues intelligently. 

It seems to us that the result of the session either 
makes or breaks Urban Renewal. If an orderly meeting is 
held, and a set of facts established by general agreement, 


we can then carefully study the material and make up our 


minds about Urban Renewal. If there is no cooperation — 
if town officials won’t discuss issues — then we will 


have the same chaos that prevails now, with every man 


providing his own data, to support his own opinion. 


It should be remembered that the facts and figures to 
be compiled tonight, by agreement of public officials, are 
then subject to debate. Compilation of the data does not 


constitute endorsement of Urban Renewal. 
But is is essential to get the information in a clear, 


understandable form, so that men and women all over the 
town can understand it, then vote according to their 


convictions. 


Wanted: Leadership 


The leadership abilities of candidates for office should 
be measured as closely as possible, before making selec- 


tions March 4. 


Many times a candidate is chosen to serve because he 


is popular; that’s the biggest mistake of all. 


Because a man who likes his popularity too well often 
hesitates to make decisions. He’d rather not have anyone 


be critical, or hurt anyone’s feelings. 


Thus personal popularity isn’t the only ingredient of a 


man’s personality to look at. 


His experience, in whatever occupation he happens to 
serve, is also a matter of consideration. But this, alone, 
isn’t enough, because sometimes a man of good business 
ability can’t cope with government procedures. The man 


must be adaptable. 


But most important of all, we believe, is a man’s 
capacity to make decisions he thinks best for the town, 
at the time when the town needs those decisions the 


most, 


That time is well in advance of the period when people 


have already made up their minds on an issue. 


In other words, an official shouldn’t wait to find out 
what is the popular decision — only which is the right 


decision. 
Such a man will make mistakes. 


But the man who never makes mistakes, never does 


anything, either, 


We hope men of real leadership qualities present them- 


selves for consideration. 


Right Decision Takes Courage 


We’ve heard some criticism of the School Committee’s 
decision on salaries, and the resulting increase in the 
budget. And to be sure, the increases are rather large; 
the result is a sizeable item, when comparing annual 
budgets of other years, 

In some years past, the School Committee had hedged 
against reality. Members have wanted to raise salaries, 
and have set a schedule to follow. But then they have 
limited the amount of any individual’s increase, with the 
result that the schedule didn’t 
adopted, 


become effective as 


But you can’t have your cake and eat it, too. 

The result of their effort was to set a salary schedule 
less than they intended, The professional staff received 
less than the Committee had actually approved. No one 
was content. And that was the price paid for trying to 
propose only what the Committee members thought the 
voters would go along with. 

This year, a realistic schedule was adopted; then the 
Committee voted to put all of the teachers on their proper 
step in the schedule, This takes some courage, in light 
of the sums involved, But it is the proper course of action

Conflict Of Interest 


The affects of the conflict of interest law are already 
being felt here, in terms of possible candidates for 


election. 


With three top elective offices open, there have been 
several possible candidates who have examined the new 
law and refused to jeopardize their future business rela- 
tionships within the community. 


Jt is a serious problem. 


Most seriously affected are lawyers, of course, be- 
cause they couldn’t hold office and represent clients 
before town boards. Neither could their partners. And the 
restriction would last even after they left office. 

But businessmen are also concerned; persons in the 
real estate business would come in conflict if they held 
office at the same time as a client appeared before the 
Appeals Board, and so on. Other potential candidates are 
concerned lest they violate the law, because members of 
their immediate families are employed by the municipality. 

All of these areas of conflict have been explained by 
Town Counsel O’Brien on numerous occasions. 

It may be that some substantial, able men and women 
will be kept off the ballot this year because of the law. 
And it certainly is too much to expect the Legislature to 
amend it drastically prior to the effective date May 1.
